Rabbi’s Column 


Non-Jews and the Synagogue 


Our congregation has always been com- 
mitted to welcoming all who wish to join 
us. Founded asa haven forJews who were 
made to feel unwel- 
come in other syna- 
gogues, Sha’ar 
Zahav has always 
strived to make sure 
that no one is ex- 
cluded here. Over 
the years we have 
wrestled with sex- 
ism, class, age, Jew- 
ish education, and 
other barriers to 
complete integration and involvement in 
the life of the synagogue. Now, for the 
first time, we have begun to formally 
explore the role of the non-Jew in our 
synagogue. The synagogue leadership has 
been schmoozing about this matter for 
the last couple of years; recently, Presi- 
dent Tiela Chalmers and the Va’ad ap- 
pointed a task force to research this topic 
and make recommendation for a congre- 
gational policy. Past President Don Albert 
is chair of the new task force, which in- 
cludes Jews and non-Jews. 

A synagogue is not a voluntary mem- 
bership organization. It is the custodian, 
or vehicle for, the transmission of a four- 
thousand-year heritage. The synagogue 
is the religious home of the Jewish 
people. Our people has been blessed 
over the generations by the contribu- 
tions of friends and family members of 
Jews who found their way to the syna- 
gogue, along with others who were 
drawn to its teachings and its activities, 
but who, for various reasons, have never 
converted. We are wrestling now with 
the same questions that Jews and Jew- 
ish communities have since ancient days: 
What is Jewish “citizenship”? Who is 
entitled to have a vote? What privileges 
are properly reserved for those who have 
fully entered the covenant? What honor 
and access do we owe to those who 
have cast their lot with us but not en- 
tered the Jewish people? 

Unlike many other congregations, 
Sha’ar Zahav has always allowed mem- 
bership and voting to anyone who 
supports the values and goals of our syna- 
gogue and “is not an active adherent of 
another faith.” An active adherent of an- 
other faith—usually one member of an 
interfaith couple—can join Sha’ar Zahav 


Rabbi Yoel Kahn 
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as anon-voting “associate member.” Non- 
Jewish members of Sha’ar Zahav have 
always played an active role in our con- 
gregation. Over the years, they have 
faithfully supported the synagogue, vol- 
unteered in many different capacities, and 
chaired major events and committees. In 
ritual matters, we have never formally 
had a statement about what non-Jews 
can and cannot do. Until now, our service 
leaders and members have been guided 
by informal instruction from me, “folk 
traditions” (what people think they heard 
once about what we do), and their own 
sense of propriety. We have struggled to 
balance sometimes conflicting values: on 
the one hand, access and acceptance for 
all; on the other, the integrity of our com- 
munal Jewish religious acts. 

In many congregations, this issue has 
assumed special significance in the orga- 
nization of life-cycle ceremonies, 
especially the role of anon-Jewish parent 
when a child becomes bat/bar mitzvah. 
If the local custom is to pass the Torah 
from generation to generation, is it ap- 
propriate, many ask, for the non-Jewish 
person to hold and pass the Torah down 
when he or she has not made a commit- 
ment to whatit represents? This situation 
has not yet come up at Sha’ar Zahav, but 
is one we will be facing as more of our 
children become b’nai and b’not mitz- 
vah. Our hope is that this new task force 
will bring this challenging topic “out of 
the closet” and lead both to clear policies 
for our synagogue and a more support- 
ive community. 

Besides membership and public reli- 
gious life, a third area which the task 
force will address is synagogue leader- 
ship. At Sha’ar Zahav, we have had 
non-Jews chair events and major com- 
mittees. There is now no formal barrier to 
non-Jews serving as Va‘ad members or 
officers of the synagogue. But many mem- 
bers of the congregation, when asked, 
have expressed their discomfort with a 
non-Jew serving in such a capacity. For a 
person who has served our community, 
discovering that one has suddenly hit the 
“kosher glass ceiling” can result in feel- 
ings of rejection. Defining the proper 
qualifications for a leadership role in the 
synagogue will be one of the objectives of 
our task force. 

This process will notoccur ina vacuum. 
For the last two decades, Reform Juda- 


ism has actively committed itself to Jew- 
ish outreach. Our movement has devoted 
energy and resources to reaching out to 
Jews by Choice, children of interfaith 
families, and non-Jewish synagogue 
members or family members. Our task 
force’s work will be aided by the many 
materials and programs created by the 
Reform movement and the UAHC Out- 
reach Department staff; it will also be 
informed by the traditions and values of 
Sha’ar Zahav. While the process of dia- 
logue and clarification of our communal 
identity and boundaries will be a chal- 
lenging one, I am confident that our 
discussion will fulfill the Mishnah’s prom- 
ise: “Every controversy conducted for the 
honor of God’s Name will in the end 
prove fruitful.”

President’s Column 


How Sha’ar Zahav Works, or, Who in the World Made That Decision? 


People often ask me how certain syna- 
gogue policies were established, or why. 
Not surprisingly, the first many people 
hear of new poli- 
cies or programs is 
when they read 
aboutitin the Gaily 
Forward. This 
makes sense, of 
course: we can’t 
very well convene 
a congregation- 
wide meeting ev- 
ery month to make 
decisions about the 
ongoing administration of Sha‘ar Za- 
hav. But I thought you might be inter- 
ested to learn how we do make those 
decisions, and how you can put in your 
two cents. Here are some questions | 
have been asked about our process, and 
the answers: 

Who makes synagogue policy? As 
you probably know, the synagogue is 
run by a Board of Directors, or Va‘ad. 
There are 9 members of the Va’ad, in 
addition to the officers (President, Ad- 
ministrative and Program Vice- 
Presidents, Treasurer and Recorder). 
The immediate past president serves ex 
Officio. 

What issues go to the Va’ad? The 
Va‘ad determines all policy questions, 
like: Should we start a children’s reli- 
gious school? Should we charge for 
High Holiday tickets? Should we take 
a position on the death penalty? The 
Va/ad also votes on all expenditures over 
$100 (other than regular expenses). 
(More on our financial structure and 
process in a future column.) 

When does the Va‘ad meet? Va‘ad 
meetings are the second Monday of ev- 
ery month, at 6:30pm upstairs in the 
synagogue library. Meeting are open to 
everyone. Our meetings usually last 
until 9:30 or so, but our visitors are 
welcome to come late or leave early. 

How does the Va’ad’s monthly 
agenda get set? Towards the end of 
each month, I begin work on putting 
together the agenda for the upcoming 
Va‘ad meeting. There are some items 
we have on our agenda every month 
(for example, the Treasurer’s report on 
the current finances of the synagogue). 
Other items make their way onto the 
agenda at regular times each year (for

example, the annual budget). Some 
items are carried over from previous 
meetings. Still other items are matters 
that have come up over the course of 
the month. Often people call to tell me 
that they would like to approach the 
Va‘ad with a particular question. For 
example, the chair of our Building Com- 
mittee, Ellen Gierson, recently called to 
let me know that we need to begin 
looking into getting a new roof, and 
she would like to be on the agenda to 
present various bids for that work. The 
chair of our Newsletter Committee, 
Lane Schickler, and the Advertising 
Coordinator, Barney Ugarte, recently 
let me know that they were going to be 
increasing the volume of advertising in 
the Forward, and wanted to report to 
the Va’ad about those changes. Of 
course, sometimes things come up af- 
ter the agenda is mailed out, and we 
have to amend it at the beginning of 
the meeting.

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Then I meet with the President’s Ad- 
visory Group (PAG). The PAG is made 
up of the President, the two Vice-Presi- 
dents, the Treasurer, the immediate past 
President, and another member, usu- 
ally another past President. This group 
hammers out the various issues that 
have come up over the course of the 
month, and helps me figure out which 
items belong on the Va‘ad agenda, and 
which should be referred to particular 
committees or individuals. We also try 
to work out the most effective way of 
presenting questions to the Va’ad. 

How do people find out ahead of 


time what the agenda will be? The 
week before the meeting, on the first 
Monday of every month, the office 
sends out a Va’ad packet containing the 
agenda for the upcoming meeting. 
Other people often include materials in 
the Va‘ad packet; for example, the Rabbi 
usually does a written report each 
month. In addition, anyone who is on 
the agenda to appear at the meeting 
and ask the Va’ad to consider some- 
thing is asked to do a written report to 
the Va’ad, to be included in the Va‘ad 
packet. This gives the Va’ad members a 
chance to understand and consider the 
question presented before the meeting. 
This process is particularly important 
when there are financial decisions in- 
volved, since it takes some time to 
absorb financial information. 

The Va’‘ad packet is mailed out to all 
Va‘ad members and committee chairs. 
In addition, if you would like to know 
on a regular basis what issues are com- 
ing up, we would be happy to mail you 
a copy of the agenda each month be- 
fore the meeting. 

The meeting itself. The Va‘ad oper- 
ates using a toned-down version of 
Robert's Rules of Order. We vote on 
motions and though majority rules, we 
try to achieve consensus on particu- 
larly sensitive issues. On non-policy 
matters, we sometimes try just to get a 
“sense of the room’”—including non- 
Va‘ad members who are present. We 
welcome non-Va‘ad member participa- 
tion in all of our discussions, and just 
ask that you raise your hand (not while 
someone is talking) to be recognized, 
and keep your comments relatively con- 
cise. 

What can you do to put in your two 
cents? 

¢ Come to part or all of a Va‘ad meet- 
ing, just to see what it is like. 

e Call the office and ask to receive 
the Va‘ad agenda each month, and come 
to the meetings where an issue you 
have opinions on is going to be dis- 
cussed. 

e If you have a proposal for a pro- 
gram or policy, call me the third or 
fourth week of the month and talk to 
me about it. If we decide that it should 
go to the Va’ad, I will ask you to pre- 
pare a written report and to come to the 
Va‘ad meeting to present your idea and 
answer questions.

Spiegelman and Rothenberg Draw the Line 


at the Jewish Museum 


Drawing the Line, which brings to- 
gether two nationally acclaimed 
graphic artists from both coasts— 
Pulitzer Prize-winning author Art 
Spiegelman from New York and artist 
Erika Rothenberg from Los Angeles— 
will be on view from October 10 to 
December 30. The Jewish Museum 
San Francisco is pleased to present 
the work of these two artists in the 
controversial and engaging exhibi- 
tions, The Road to Maus and House of 
Cards. The Museum has organized a 
variety of special activities and events 
to coincide with the exhibitions, 
including a lecture by Mr. Spiegelman 
in December. 

Utilizing the medium of graphic 
arts, both artists challenge the viewer 
to consider some of the most profound 
issues of our time, including geno- 
cide, child abuse, rape and freedom 
of speech. Spiegelman’s use of the 
comic book format permits an explo- 
ration of personal and complex issues 
relating to the Holocaust. Rothenberg 
employs the greeting-card genre 


to make socio-political and cultural 
observations. Linked through their 
style and use of medium, both Spiegel- 
man and Rothenberg “draw the line” 
in challenging museum visitors to 
question and reflect on the horrors of 
violence and the absurdities of 
injustice. 

To further involve the community, 
Drawing the Line includes two addi- 
tional components: an exhibition of 
Jewish New Year greeting cards 
created by close to 200 Bay Area 
graphic artists and an exhibition of 
Maus-inspired cartoon art from The 
museum’s summer 1993 student 
workshops. A series of public pro- 
grams is also planned. Docent tours 
for the public are held on Thursdays 
at 6pm and Sundays at 2pm.

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David Roy Custead 
May 24, 1951 — July 6, 1993 


David Custead, 42 years old, a former 
aide to Mayors Feinstein and Agnos, 
died July 6 from complications of AIDS. 
He was buried July 9 with friends, co- 
workers, and family present. 

Born in Pennsylvania and raised in 
Phoenix, he moved to San Francisco in 
1978. David became active in the Gay 
Freedom Day Parade Committee, 
AIDS Emergency Fund, and various 
gay political circles. He became a bud- 
get analyst for the Mayor’s Office of 
Criminal Justice, serving as liaison be- 
tween community groups and the 
Mayor. 

David, a religious man, was a mem- 
ber of the World Wide Church of God. 
After a falling out with the church over 
homosexuality, he converted to Juda- 
ism and joined CSZ. 

David was a generous, caring per- 
son who helped everyone he met or 
touched. He gave time and money to 
anyone who needed it, from hustlers 
to political figures. 

Custead is survived by his father, Mr. 
Custead of Florida, brother Paul of Ari- 
zona and sister Crystal Black of Utah.

Drew Siegel 
March 3, 1930 — September 27, 1993 


CsZ member Drew Siegel has died 
after a long struggle with AIDS. Born 
in Connecticut, Drew was a longtime 
San Francisco resident. A graduate of 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem anda 
fluent Hebrew speaker, he also attend- 
ed Swarthmore College in Pennsylva- 
nia. While in Israel, Drew lived with 
his former lover and friend through 
his adulthood, Shaul Von Essen. 

Drew was a dedicated political ac- 
tivist. He was a board member of the 
national Gay & Lesbian Task Force, as 
well as past Director of Policy for Mo- 
bilization Against AIDS. Drew was 
also a volunteer with the AIDS Project 
of Jewish Family and Children’s Ser- 
vices, where he served on the speakers 
bureau for “Putting a Face to AIDS.” 

In his last years, Drew turned his 
attention to gardening. San Francisco 
Beautiful, which honored his work in 
1992, characterized his gardens at the 
intersection of Corbett and Clayton 
as “two spellbinding magical cor- 
ners.” 

Drew is survived by his partner Phil 
Roberts. He is greatly missed by his 
friends and family both here in the 
Bay Area and throughout the world. 
May his memory be for a blessing.

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The Va‘ad meeting of October 11 
opened with Sylvia Weisenberg speak- 
ing on behalf of Community United 
Against Violence. In the past, CUAV 
had attempted some outreach to sever- 
al local Jewish organizations, but met 
with little success. It was CUAV’s feel- 
ing that if Sha’ar Zahav lent its support 
to these efforts, the results would be 
different. After a discussion with Sylvia 
concerning the extent to which CSZ 
might work with CUAYV, the Va‘ad vot- 
ed to approve the concept of a joint 
CSZ-CUAV speaker's bureau. 

Next, Rabbi Kahn led our D’var To- 
rah. Turning to Reform Judaism: A 
Centenary Perspective, we discussed the 
role we can play in the building of the 
State of Israel and in the definition of 
its Jewish character. In addition, the 
passage stressed that no matter where 
a Jewish community is located, the 
foundation of the community is the 
synagogue. 

Treasurer Gary Sokol’s financial dis- 
cussion centered on dues and pledges 
received. In both circumstances, the 
congregation is running ahead of this 
time last year. 

Carolyn Pines, speaking on behalf 
of the Membership Committee, rec- 
ommended that two individuals and 
one couple be approved for member- 
ship. The Va’ad so voted. 

Ellen Gierson then reported on her 
continuing efforts to deal with the 
synagogue’s leaky roof. One bit of 
positive news: the sector of the roof 
over the office did not need to be re- 
paired. However, repairs are most 
definitely needed on the roof over the 
sanctuary. The Va‘ad voted to appro- 
priate up to $5,400 from the Building 
Fund for this purpose. 

As always, Rabbi Kahn’s report to 
us covered many areas of interest and 
concern: 


October Va’ad Report 


e Earlier this month, twelve per- 
spective Jews by Choice attended a 
preliminary orientation session. 
While this is heartwarming news, it 
does pose a problem for the Rabbi as 
to how he, as the sponsoring Rabbi, 
can build a personal relationship with 
this many people. Rabbi Kahn will 
be speaking with other rabbis and 
members of the congregation for their 
ideas about this. This development 
points out the importance of build- 
ing a formal outreach program within 
CSZ: 

¢ The Women’s Bat Mitzvah group 
has moved up the date of their Bat 
Mitzvah to May 7. 

e Occasionally, Rabbi Kahn has 
played a role in helping CSZ mem- 
bers find co-parents. Since the requests 
seem to be on the increase, the Va’ad 
discussed with the Rabbi the direc- 
tions in which we would like this 
activity to go. 

President Tiela Chalmers an- 
nounced the composition of the new 
Task Force on Non-Jews. They are: 
Don Albert (chair), Sarah Comerchero, 
Catherine Dodd, Eileen Levy, Susan 
Tubbesing, Ron Wilmot, and Frank 
Yellin. The Task Force’s first job is to 
come up with a proposal for develop- 
ing a congregational policy on the 
participation of non-Jews, and it will 
bring that proposal to the Va‘ad. 

Tiela announced that she is recom- 
mending that Allan Gold and Irene 
Ogus join her, David Stein and Gary 
Sokol as members of the Personnel 
Committee. The Va’ad approved this 
recommendation. 

Tiela then publicly thanked Larry 
Wexler and Carolyn Pines for all of 
their hard work throughout the High 
Holidays. Many people had made a 
point of telling Tiela that they thought 
this was the best year yet.
